Svich were the develop- 
ments of the naoruing, eo fax as China 
was concerned. 

The Chineee appeal is unQuestlon- 
ably an adroit production. The presi- 
dent's an.NWor is equally clever and 
more sincere; that ia the opinion of 
ofBclals here who have carefully Btud- 
ied both. The president has succeeded 
in asking for conditions precedent to 
to mediation quite as valuable as those 
laid down in ISurope, yet, he has so 
tempered bis requirements to make 
them acceptable to the Chinese govern • 
ment. At the same time there is noth 
log in the note to which the European 
chaAcelloriefl can object, openly, at 
least The president expressly states 
that his niPdi;ition is .sut)jpct to the ap- 
proval of the powers; he will not at- 
tempt to force it upon Europe. And 
the Chinese government must produce 
tbe ministers In safety. 

Minifter Wu declares that his gov- 
ernment will meet th;it obligation iu 
proof of which he produoed Sheng s 
telegram, ia which be has implicit 
confidence. Certainly If the last prom- 
Ise i6 balelees, the Chinese govern- 
ment is part to one of tbe most bare- 
faced deceptions practiced upon anoth- 
er nation, in the estimation of the state 
department 

The Chinese minister received a dis- 
pAtcb from Sheng, the director of rail- 
tmUm and itetegrapba at Sbaagbal, sUt- 
Ing that the foreign mlnlstem aore to 
be sent from Peking to Tien Tsen un- 
der escort; also that the imperial gov- 
ernment has not only been protecting

Tranaiation of c:iblogram received 
by Minister Wu on July 20, 1900, from 
tbe Taotai of Sbangbali dated July 19, 
1900, follows: 

"Uaye received a telegram from 
Governor Yuan (of Bhan Tung, dated 
S3d day of thhi moon (July 19), who, 
having received from the privy coun- 
cil (at Peking) a dispatoh embodyius 
an imperial letter to the president of 
tbe United States, has instructed me to 
transmit It to your excelency. The 
imperial message is respectfully trans- 
mitted as follows: 

" 'To His Excel l|ncy, the President of 
the United States: 

" 'Greetinp; -f'hina has long main- 
tained friendly relations with the Unit 
•d States and is deeply conscious thut 
the object of the United States Ia in 
ternational commerce. Neither coun- 
try entert;ilns the le.ist .-suspicion or 
distrust toward the other. Recent out- 
breaks of mutual antipathy between 
the people ,uid Christian miations 
cau.seil the fi rt i.;n j> iwer:j to view with 
BU-spiiion the :'.) iti^n o; the iriipfrir, 
f oveiiunent afj favorable to tliu poopK 
Md prejudicial to the missions, wltii 
tbe result that thf T .ku I'orts wcrf 'it- 
tacked and capliued.

there has been clashing of forces with 
calamitous consequences. Situation 
has become more and more serious and 
critical. We have Just received a tek- 
graphlc memorial from our envoy, Wu 
Tins Faii^', iind it is highly gratifying 
to us to learn that the United States 
government having In view the friend- 
ly relations between the two countires, 
has taken a deep Interest in the present 
situation. Now. China, driven by the 
Irresistible course of events, has un- 
fortunately incurred well night unlver* 
sal Indignation.

"To the Empt r ir of China, Greeting: 

"I have received your majesty's mes- 
sage of tile 19tb of July, and am g! id 
to know that your majesty recognizes 
the fact that the government and peo- 
ple of the I'nItPiI States desire of Chi- 
na nothing but what is Just and equit- 
able. Tbe purpose for which we land- 
ed troops in China was the rescue of 
our legation from grave dins>:-, and 
the pr<)tt< lion of the lives ai.d proijei- 
ty of Americana who were sojourning 
in China In the enjoyment of rights 
guartntccd them by treaty and hy in- 
tern;itionai law. The sauic purposes 
are pul-licly declared by all the pow- 
ers wtiich have landed military force.^ 
in your majesty's empire. 
'I am to infer from your majesty's 
letter that the malefactors who have 
disturbed the peace of China, who have 
murdered the minister of Uermany, 
and a member of the Japanese legation 
and who now hold beseiged In I'eking 
those foreign diplomats who still sur- 
vive, have not only not received any 
favor or encouragement from your 
majesty, but are actually in rebellion 
to the imperial authority. If this be 
the case, 1 most .'solemnly urge your 
majeoty's government to give public 
assurance whether the foreign minis- 
ters are alive, and if so, in what con 
dltlon. 

"Second— To put the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of the powers iu imme- 
diate and free communication with 
their respective governments and to re- 
move all danger to tbeir Uvea and lib- 
erty. 

"Third— To place the imperial au- 
thorities of China in communication 
with the relief expedition so that co- 
operation may be t-ecured between them 
for the liberation of the legationers, 
tbe protection of foretgaira and the 
restoration of order. 

"if these objects are accomplished It 
is the belief of this government that 
no obstacles will be found tJ exist on 
tbe part of the powers to an amloable 
settlement of all the questions arising 
out of the recent troubles and th« 
friendly good offices of this govern- 
ment will, with the assent of the pow- 
ers, be obeartvllr plaoed at your imaj- 
•Bty'a dlspoaltiOB. for that purpoae.

New Orleans, July 21.— Polke Can- 
tain John T. Day and I'oliceinan T. ter 
J. Lamb are dead and Poiicen.an Au- 
gust T. Mora Is In the hospital 8uU:er- 
ing from three wounds, one of which is. 
veiy severe, the re.'-ult of an encounter 
wltb two desperate negroes, Leonard 
Pierce and Robert Charlea. 

Sergeant Jules C. Aucoln and Patrol- 
men Cantrello and Mora attempted to 
arrest Pierce and Charles at 11:30 p. 
m., while they were seaie<i on a door- 
step on Dryades street between Wash- 
ington and Sixth. When the offcers 
approached the negroes they made an 
lmp("rtinent an.^wer. 

They suddenly jumped up with 
drawn pistols and Charles fired at 
Mora and Cantrelle and Pierce direct- 
ed hia bullets at Aucion. The officers 
returned the fire. Mora was shot iu 
the right thigh just below the hip, on 
tbe Index finger of tbe right hand and 
in his left hand. Mora fell to the side 
walk and Cantrelle continued to nhoot 
at Chasles and the letter fled, leaving 
a trail of blood. Aucoin fired twice at 
Pierce. The negro fired an equal num- 
ber of shots at Aucoln. He finally 

surrendered. 

Charles was tracked to Oener il Tay- 
lor and Barronne streets, where ail 
traces of him were laxt 

Captain Day, SorL'e int Aucoin, Cor- 
porals Perrier and Tren liard ;;ad Pa- 
trolman Lamh. and sev.ral otlier of- 
ficers went to the alley of a house in 
which the negro was raid to be hiding 
and knocked at a door. Cluirle^ lmr>t 
out of the door of the fourth wumw ami 
opened fire on the policemen. 1 lie tiir.-t 
shot wounded Captain Day. h'oon 
Lamb fell mortally wounded. Trench- 
ard and .'\ucoin retreated. 

Charles then fired several shots into 
the body of Day. Aucoin and Trench- 
ard waited in a side room in tbe hope 
of getting a shot at the negro, but he 
did not expo.se himself and finally he 
disappe|^ed somewhere in the block 
and anefforta to locate him were fu 
tile, though there were fully a hun- 
dred policemen and many cltisens, 
armed with revolvers and shotguns 
and rifles, searching for the murderer. 

The shooting has created a tremen- 
dous sensa'Jcn and 20,000 people are 
congregated In the vicinity. 

'IrsiMiuen Killed. 
La Crosse. WU., July 24.— The Chi- 
cago, Wilwaukee and St. Paul passen- 
ger train N'o. 2 was wretked about .') 
a. m. at King's Coolie, near Waba.sha, 
Minn., by ruaalag lato a landslide at 
that place. Engineer Hathaway and 
Fireman Thomas were inatantly kill- 
ed and several pasaengoru who were In 
the forward coaehea were injured, 
•aoie seriously. The track runs be- 
tween high bluffs and the Mississippi 
river between St Paul and I..a Crosse 
and the he.avy rains loosened a vajit 
amount of earth on a steep bluff, which 
■ave way sbortiy before tbe train 
came along. Trains that had passed 
tliere a short time before reported no 
Ipaabie eKoept a aoft track. 

Deust4-blaud at Plyiaoutta. 

London, July 24.— The New Ham- 
burg-American line steamer Deustch- 
laod. Captain Albers. from New York, 
arrived at Plymoatb on ber maiden 
trip eastward, making a record run of 
five days 14 hours and six mlnutee de- 
spite two days of fog. Her biggest 
day's run was made on July 19 (her 
second day out), when IH miles was 
logged. The Plymouth reooid east- 
ward has been held by the Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grost^e, made on her drsttrlp 
in October, 1897. It was 5 daya 1& hours 
and 10 minutes over a diatanee of 2,962 
knots at an av< rage speed of 21.91, and 
the best day's run being 519 knots.

Georgetown, Ky., July 24.— The 
prosecution in the Powers case asked

tween the dates Dec. 22 and Feb. 6. 
Also a subpoena against both the sec- 
rot.iry of state and the adjutant gener- 
al, requiring them to bring the execu- 
tive journal and other records. 

Editor Patt MacDonald. of Frank- 
fort, testified that on January 80 a few 
minutes prior to the shooting he saw 
W. H. Culton and another party whom 
he thought was State Inspector Lester, 
standing at the point where Goebel 
fell shortly afterwards. On Saturday, 
piior to the ;i- :■ i-sination, witness saw 
a man run down tbe steps from the 
legislative halls and calling to a crowd 
of mountain men said: "Go and get 
your guns, its time for the shooting 
to begin." Uepre.-^eiitative Berry 
(Republican), had just been unseated. 
Witness did not know tbe man who 
was talking. 

Ed Porter Thompson, jr., was stand- 
ing on the street nearly opiK)site the 
executive building when the shot was 
fired, and saw Ooebel fall. The abota 
sounded to the witness as If they were 
fired from the executive building or 
betwo n the executive and legislative 
buildings. 

Frank Heeney, a Frankfort mer- 
chant, whose store Is on Broadway, 
opposite the state house yard, heard 
the shots and ran to his front dojr and 
saw Goebel's body on the pavement. 
Did not see either Jack Chinn or fiph 
UUard.
